The Lex i. verov and Danville II.ul&oad. — W e 
understand that the subscription to this road, 
in this city, is now ri»iug $40.03 J. Ii is hoped 
that the whul«|l03,0tl0 will tie taken up diirn,;’ 
the work. W c understand that one of our citi- 
zens will leave here for Lexington this morning, 
for the purpose of having further lime given, in 
which to procure the stock, and also to obtain 
accurate and certain information in regard to 
the road. Wc have heard it suggested that a 
public meeting of citizens be held some evening 
this week, to discuss the project. Several gen- 
tlemen have expressed a willingness to make 
addresses. The importance of this road to Cin- 
cinnati, without a break of guige, is second to 
no other that we now possess. 

The following is clipped front the com- 
mercial column of the same paper: 

The subscription (o the Danville Kail road 
Co., had reached nbout forty thousand dollars 
on Saturday morning. On nigh ’Change, Larz 
Anderson, Esq , made a short address to the 
merchants, explaining to them the importance 
of securing the minimum sum < f $50,000, and 
this being the last day, and farther solicitation 
being impracticable, he submitted the case fur 
their serious consideration. At the close of his 
remarks, N. \V. Thomas, Edmund Dexter, C. 
Davis &. Co., and several other gentlemen step- 
ped forward and subscribed liberally. It is 
worthy of remark, that the subscriptions were 
chietly made by merchants. If the interests of 
Cincinnati were in the hands of property hold- 
ers, they would go back mere rapidly than they 
have heretofore progressed.
